every reason to be and have been very interested in the advancement 
of the work of our church. 


In the past three years I have travelled from Bering Sea to 
Ketchikan three times and covering the entire First Division beside 
visitine in Anchorage, Seward, Cordova, Yakutat and all the towns 
in the FirstiDDvision. I have watdhed the proselyting of Presby- 
terian children and other Protestant children by Gatholic priests. 
And it seems almost impossible for the Protestant workers to oppose 
this work so cleverly is it being done. And very fewof your workers 
really appreciate the inroads that are being made. 


Announcement is made that the M.V. Princeton, recently wrecked 
in Lynn Canal, will not be replaced. Loss of the Lindsley just prior 
to this leaves the field without a work boat. Your churches are short 
of workers today - a bad enough situation - without complete loss of 


the Princeton. 


This boat has been a very necessary tool in the advance - 


ment of the work. We have not been in Sympathy with the conduct of the 
wessel at various times under the navigation of Rev. Waggoner, Rev. 
Swanson or Capt. Faihconer. We have taken up with the Board and with 
the Presbytery the necessity of great caution in navigating tugse 
waters net only for the protection of our children but for the safety 


of the vessel. 


It is unfortunate, at this time of depression-recession or what 
have you throughout the nation and our churches. But if the Beard is 
going to back step and neglect the work here because of lack of funds 
to provide adequate tools--workers and boat, I would suggest that the 
Board take up with one of the other churches am leave the entire field 
to theme It would be better that way--the Board would save its money 
for other fields; it would not be necessary to place wrkers in the

WHEREAS, the Motor Vessel PRINCETON has been maintained by the 
Presbyterian Church in southeastern Alaska for many years as a mis- 
sionary boat, carrying the sick and needy, carrying scores of our 
children from distant homes to Sheldon Jackson School and return, mak- 
ing possible an attendance there that would be seriously affected if 
such service were not rendered, and 


WHEREAS, the said PRINCETON was wrecked and destroyed recently, 
and 


WHEREAS, the insurance thereon said to be not over $15,000 and 
said to be about half that required to render the same service because 
of more strict boat inspection regulations, and

On April 13, you elected Jake Cropley, Laura Holler and Sandy Stevens as a 
special committee to sign your contract, and they did so. The Washington OIA now 
recognizes these three people as being regularly elected and fully qualified, This 
recognition shows that the OIA considers our convention (opened by us and not by the 
OIA agent) as being legal. 


Bt when the Washington OIA says "fully qualified", they mean that Cropley, 
Holler and Stevens have power to sign any kind of contract they choose; and so the 
OIA "requested" them to sign the form of contract which the People have already 
rejected. Why did we discuss our contract paragraph by paragraph, adopt a 
separate financial contract, make changes and amendments to fit Alaska, and do all 
the other business we thought necessary ? We might as well have elected Oropley, 
Holler and Stevens at 2:30 peme on April 11 and gone home, instead of wearing our: 
selves out until the morning of April 14. 


But your committee is obeying your orders. Early in August, the Washington 
OIA ordered Cropley to sign the new Washington OIA contract. This is their #2 con- 
tract, which is identical with their #1 contract of June 13, 1940. (What has hap- 
pened to the form of contract Peratrovich, Rawlins and Paul agreed to on February 
12, 1941, at Washington, D. Cer Jake Cropley and Laura Holler have refused. 
(Sandy Stevens has been out of tm.) They believe their authority, while unlimited 
in form, actually means only minor changes and does not include making such radical 
changes as would make you wards of the government as proposed in the OIA #2 contract. 


Two weeks later, your attorney, William L. Paul Jr., also refused to sign the 
OIA #2 contract, even though the Washington OIA believes it can immediately appoint 
& foreign attorney from Washington, D. C. The position of Grady Lewis is not 
clear, except that he is not yet a party to any contract. 


"It is hardly necessary to impress upon you and the Indians in interest the 
necessity for promptness in this matter" —- so says the Washington OIA, Well, who 
is causing the delay. We have acted. The fact of the matter is this; By 
law, you are not now wards of the government, But you can become wards by agreeing 
to it by contract. Time is short and the Washington OIA has not yet forced thgir Te 
wardship contract upon us. So they have introduced in Congress a bill to exténd 
the time 3 years ~~ because they see now that Time is too short to force their 2 
wardship contract upon us. 


What are we going to do ? Grady Lewis is doing nothing until we straighten 
this mess out. I have no more money for expenses, therefore I can do nothing. 
The People are confused and disgusted, therefore they are doing nothing. 


Well, you know already what my advice is. And our leaders remember what the 
late Judge Wickersham said and started to do. -~ "The land suit is no business of 
the OIA," 


I have the courage and faith to keep going and spend much of my time on the 
land suit. I am now working on the complaint of the Wrangell Federation. This is my 
own family and I choose it simply because I can prepare it cheaply and easily. This 
complaint will be filed in the Court of Claims without any regard to the OIA. I do 
this because something must be done by somebody to lead the way. If you will do 
your fair share promptly, I may be able to enter your cases in Court too. Then let 
the OIA challenge your rights there if it dares. 


Let us go forward standing on our rights as free men and reject the claim of 
the OIA that we are its wards.

TLINGIT HAIDA INDIANS OF ALASKA 
Land Suit Communities and Officers 
Secretary of the Interior 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs: 


Gentlemen; 
This is the semi-annual report of the attorneys of the land suit. 


I made my last report to you shortly after the April Convention at Wrangell, 
saying that the contracts had been signed and sent in to Washington, D. C. to the 
Secretary of the Interior. 


In the early part of May, William L. Paul, Secretary of the ANB and of the 
land suit association, Louis F. Paul, of the Executive Committee of the ANB, and 
myself, went by gas-boat to Hoonah, Excursion Inlet, Tenakee, Angoon, Kake, 
Wrangell, Craig; Klawock and ee tenures I spoke on the land suit to many people and 
at meetings in each town. Later, I spoke to many people in Jyneau, Douglas, Haines, 
Skegway, and Yakutat, Prospects of much work were very cncouraging. 


Beyond this, I have done nothing. I have spent all my om money and have no 
moree This explains why I have not gone to Yakutat, as I promised the Yakutat 
People I would. j 


On July 31, Mr. Hirst forwarded to me a letter from the Washington OIA dated 
July 11. This letter turned dom the contract adopted by you at Wrangell last April, 
and they give us no reason, except that it is not the same as the form they 
"Suggested" on June 13, 1940. 


You remember that Roy Peratrovich and your secretary, William L. Paul, went to 
Washington, D. C. on this business last January and February, 1941. At that time, 
this whole business was considered settled, depending on your consent, 13 months 
later, you People gave your consent after full free discussion at the frangell Con— 
vention in April. And we all felt that we were on our way to success at last. 


Your officers, your attorneys, and you People at large have all done your 
best to cooperate with the Office of Indian Affairs. 


Peratrovich and Paul went to the Washington at great personal sacrifice. Today 
the OIA has completely disregarded the promises made by it last February. We all 
thought we are independent people, and that the contract submitted to us by the 
OIA was truly a "suggested" form and not mandatory as now appears. Your decisions 
made at the Wrangell Convention seem to mean nothing to the OIA. For all the sacri. 
fices made by your leaders in February, and by you in April, you might as well have 
stayed home and saved your money. 


We sent our contract to the Secretary of the Interior through the OIA, But 
because of the alleged relation of the OIA to you as your guardian, the OIA dares 
to tell us that it would not even submit your approved contract to the Secretary 
of the Interior, Furthermore, the Washington OIA has literally thrown it out, 
and now they send us a form which you must take, so the OIA says. 


On April 11, 1941, at 2:00 pem, our own officers opened our convention, 


which immediately went into executive eS gion. The necessity for this was raised 
by instructions from the Washington OIA to’ Mr. Hirst to open the conventions~ Of 
course, we just couldn't concede such a proposition. Later, the OIA employees were 
invited to attend our sessions. And yet everything that has happened since April 
shows that the OIA believes it is still in absolute and exclusive control.
